The unfortunate young man had 
been operating ga engine for a 
threshing outfit and had two of his 
own teams hauling to the separator 
One team got stuck and went over 
and helped to get the wagon out of 
the hole. He was returning to the 
epgine across the stubble field when 
three finshes of lightening in quick 
succession were seen by the work 
men and at the third he was seen to 
fall, The men rushed to him at 
once, but a quick examination 
proved he was dead. 

Two of the men came to Gleichen 
at once for Coronor Dr. Farquhar- 
son, who went out aod after an 
examination of the body took state- 
mente from Mesers Andrew Mullen- 
berg and J. B. Seested, two of the 
men present at the time the man 
was killed, decided an inquest woe 
unnecessary. 

Geo. W. Evans then took charge 
of the remains und brought it in tu 
Gleichen to embalm it and prepare 
or shipment to his home at Deer 
Lodge, Montana, to where the-re- 
mains will be accompanied by his 
brother, Peter Beck. 

Andrew Mallenberg, one of the 
men who came to town to report to 
the ovronor, said the air seemed to 
charged with electricity and he left 
the separator, of which he had 
charge, und stopping the engine told 
the men to keep away froin it, at 
which they smiled, but they had 
only moved a short distance when 
the lightening struck.

The threshing season is already well |’ 
advanced. In fact it will be lamental- 
ly short this year. On the west side of 
Snake Lake, around the Circle ranch, 
northwestward towards Cluny and 
Gleichen, where a few showers fell 
during July, crops are not so bad. 
Reports say that wheat on summer- 
fallow runs from 8 to 15 bushel and in 
some cases as high as 20 bushela to 
the acre; and all over the district, on 
both sides, late sown oats, some still 
uncut, shows up well. On oat stubble 
where the crop was cut early, a fine 
growth started after the rains in early 
August, and a second crop of green 
feed will be cut. On the east side of 
the lake through Milo and Majorville, 
where the man who doled out showers 
lagt summer apparently had a grudge 
agamst the district and where practi- 
cally not a drop of rain fell during the 
growing season, the result is poor. 
The reports I have at hand says wheat 
runs from 2 to 12 bushels to the acre, 
which, small as the yields are, speaks 
well for the district, for there are very 
few districts in southern Alberta 
ere even that amount can be raised 


without moisture. —

Kaiser, A union of German officers, 


the league of German sergeants, var- 
ious women’s leagues, and so forth, 
asked the Dutch Government to re- 
fuse extradition, expressing 
gratitude if their request were 
ceded, 

All these movements give better 
proof of sentiment than of tact, and, 
as the Handelsblad points out, show 
a misapprehension of the situation. 
There can be no question of gener- 
osity or of thanks in this matter, If 
Germany had reason to thank Hol- 
land, the entente would have reason 
to reproach her with not having ful- 
filled their wishes. But the whole 
question is simply one of law, Hol- 
land adheres to right as she did dur- 
ing, the whole war. At most Germany 
may thank the Dutch law for -being 
what it is, and the entente may re- 
gret that it is not different.

Open Northern 
Lands To Ranchmen 


Grazing Laws to Be Changed, Ac- 
cording to Interior Depart- 


ment News 
} Ottawa, — The Departinent of the 
Interior has announced important 


changes in the regulations regarding 
grazing leases which are of particu- 
lar interest te the West, The drought 
conditions which have prevailed in 
the southern portion of the prairie 
Provinces have regulted in represen- 
tations being made to the department 
by the possessors of small herds of 
from 50 to 500 cattle, for @permission 
to move to lands farther north where 
better grazing facilities offer, 
Changes have been made in the graz- 
ing regulations to permit of this. 
There are large areas of land in these 
northerly prairie districts which, be 
cause of remoteness from settlement, 
liability to frost, or swampy or grav- 
elly character 
adapted to agricultural production, 
but which are, nevertheless, quite 
suitable for grazing purposes. The 
Minister of the Interior, Hon. Arthur 
ateighen, after careful consideration 
of the representations made, decided 
it would be promoting the best in- 
terests of this region as a whole if 
ranchers who wished to establish 
themselves permanently upon such 
areas and who have the propeY quali- 
fications, were permitted to migrate 
and settle there. In no case, how- 
ever, will this arrangement be allow- 
ed to interfere with any promising 
movement to settle farmers on lands 
suitable for agricultural purposes. 
Under the present grazing regula- 
tions leases are limited to a term 
not exceeding ten years, and to an 
area not larger than 12,000 acres, and 
in no case nay a lease be issued to 
other than a ovitish subject. With 
these conditions in force it was det 
monstrated that ranchers of the kind 
desired would not move their herds 
and establish their homes in the more 
northern country, where climatic con-

And Vegetables 


Valuable Bulletin Issued —By the 
Department of Agriculture 
In canned goods there are two 


kinds of spoilage. ‘The first is called 
“flat sour,” which includes all forms 
of bacterial growth that develop 
within the food. The second type of 
spoilage to guard against is mould, 
a plant growth that is distinctly dif- 
ferent from the bacterial growth. 
Moulded foods are seldom more than 
surface affected, because air is ne- 
cessary for its growth, but the “flat 
sour” spoilage means that the entire 
can must be discarded.

No grass has yet 
been found that will give good crops 
for a lengthy period of years and for 
this reason it is advisable to consider 
establishing some system of crop ro- 
tation and include in the rotation some 
grass fo rhay and if necessary for 


pasture,

district this dry year with rye has in- 
duced many to sow it this fall, and 
many are still engaged in this oc- 
cupation hereabouts, Those who have 
experience state that there is still 
time to sow it and that it is alright so 
long as it starts growing before the 
heavy frosts.

Glasgow. — By an overwhelming 
yote the Trades Union Congress 
passed a resolution favoring the na- 
tionalization of the coal mines, Thé 
motion, presented by Robert Smillie, 
the miners’ leader, was carried by a 
vote of 4,478,000 against 77,000, 

The result of the vote was to throw 
virtually the entire congress solidly 
behind the coal miners’ demands for 
the nationalization of their industry. 
The resolution pledges insistence by 
the body that the government adopt 
the majority report of the Coal Com- 


mission presented last June, known 
as the Sankey report. 
This report provides for the state 


ownership of the mines and for joint 
control of their in ‘which 
the miners would have effective 
voice. ‘The resolution passed, call- 
ing for aceeptance of the report by 
the government, adds: 

“In the event of the government 
still refusing, a special congress shall 
be conyened to decide what form of 
action shall be taken to compel the 
government to accept.” 

The resolution rejects the proposed 
alternative scheme of the govern- 
ment as contrary to the “interests of 
the nation,” and as “creating the dis- 
tinct trustification of the coal indus- 
try.”
